This Ofifice Action is responsive to the Applicant's communication submitted on 
01/23/2006. In virtue of this communication, claims 1-6 are currently presented in the instant 
application. 

Drawings Objections 

1 . The drawings are objected to because Figs. 1-3E are not labeled correctly. 

2. Figures 1-3E should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Title Objection 

3. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested:

TELEVISION RECEIVER- 

Claim Objections/ Minor Informalities 

4. Claims 4-5 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
Claim 4, Ime 1, "line" should be changed to -horizontal-; and 
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Claim 5, line 1, "line" should be changed to -horizontal-. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

7. Claim 6 recites the limitation "said horizontal centering circuit" in line 22. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim 

Note: A telephone call was made to Mr. Michael E, Marion on 04/16/2007 to expectedly resolve this 1 12-issue and correct the 
title of the claimed invention so as to allow the instant application, but no result was being made. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1-6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest a horizontal deflection circuit comprising a 

series arrangement of a first and second diode interconnecting the second ends of said red and 
blue deflection coil, a junction point between said first and second diodes being connected to the 
second end of said inductance coil, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations as 
called for in independent claim 1 (claims 2-6 would be allowable if claim 1 is rewritten or 
amended to overcome the rejection(s) vinder 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this 
Office action).
